Lonuon, April 24. — (Jenl. Boulangor 
and his follow oxilos dined privately to- 
gether at tho Hotel Bristol this evening. 
There was no outside demonstration in 
honor of his presence in London, and in 
fact tho vicinity of tho hotel was com- 
paratively deserted. M. Turnor, Count 
Dillon's private secretary, was seen by a 
newspaper representative to-night, lie 
declared Rouiaiiger's intention was to 
remain perfectly quiet in London and 
await events. This statement, coining 
from ono who knows of whom he speaks, 
gives tho lie to the announcement that 
Boulangor was merely making a Hying 
trip to England, and would return to 
Brussels, and confirms tho suspiqjSn that 
the General actually received an intima- 
tion from the Uolginn authorities that 
they would b« pleased to hear he had 
withdrawn from Belgium. The belief is 
rapidly growing that Boulauger and the 
Com to do Paris are conspiring together 
to perfect a scheme for the overthrow of 
the French Republic, though the utmost 
earn is taken to avoid giving any out- 
ward signs of connection between the 

t H O. 

Kualauijer Arrive* In I.ou.lou. 

London, April 21. — About two thou- 
sand people had gathered nt tho depot 
of the South Eastern Railway to gain a 
glimpse of Boulauger whuu ho arrived 
from Dover. When tho lattor's train 
came in, the crowd pressed around the 
entrances, and cheers, hisses and groans 
were mingled as the General made his 
appearance. Tho people appear to be 
apathetic in regard to the French exile. 
General Boulangor and his party arrived 
at half-past three o'clock this afternoon. 
Ho has made tho Hotel Bristol his head- 
quarters for the present. Tho General 
was cheered by a large crowd which 
gathered outside the hotel. 

England's »r rearm. 

London, April 24,— Lord .Salisbury, 
in a speech at Bristol to-night, said that 
the government had not added to the 
cost of England's defence without serious 
reflection. In the event of variance 
with European countries an enemy 
might come from the coast line any- 
where between Schleswig and France. 
It was a grave thing, he said, for any 
man to propose to add tho coast line of 
Ireland to England's responsibility of 
defence, by giving Ireland indopond-

LONDON, April 24. — A correspondent 
of the Leeds Mercury, in a lett-or to his 
paper, asserts that the Empress of Aus- 
was in England last wook under the 
strictest incognito.

A CITY BUILT IN A BAY. 

It Has a'Dnily Paper, a Bank, and 1.000 
Men Vot 'd at the Election, 

Wichita, Kas., April 23.— No 
who had never seen a western town'lako 
form and shape can comproheMu how 
quickly a full-rigged city, wit ha double- 
deck boom, can be put in running mo- 
tion. Guthrie has already its main 
street, its Guthrie avenue and its Okla- 
homa avenue. This morning it was a 
wilderness, and this afternoon the first 
municipal elect ion occurred. The elec- 
tion notice appeared to-day in the Okla- 
homa Herald, a daily paper published at 
Guthrie on the first day of its existence. 
A council will be elected at the same 
time. Nearly one thousand votes were 
polled, as 1 hero are about that many 
men in Guthrie with the intention of 
Incoming citizens. The leading candi- 
dates for Mayor were Adjutant-General 
Reice, of Illinois; William Constantino, 
of Springfield, O. , and F. L. Sumner, of 
Arkansas City. A strong dark horse is 
T. Volney Haggatt, of Huron, D. T. 

Tho bank of Oklahoma opened for 
business at Guthrie to-day, with a 
capital stock of $45,000. M. W. Levy, 
a Wichita banker, is president, 

Tbo new city is flooded with business 
cards of all descriptions, representing 
every line of trade and business, every 
profession and every occupation imagin- 
able. 

\ mass of mail is expected to reach 
Guthrie postoftice every day. It is now 
being run by a postal clerk detailed for 
that purpose, but Mr. Flynn, lately ap- 
pointed postmaster, will take charge in 
a day or two. 

A scheme which resulted in the prac- 
tical cornering of town lots to-day origi- 
nated, as has been frequently indicated 
in this correspondence, with thu Atchi- 
son, Topoka and Santa Fe railroad, pro- 
bably in combination with a syndicate 
who have been hard at work in Arkan- 
sas for a week or more past. As stated 
before, a number of men have been going 
into the terrritory as doputy marshals, 
and others under permits as railroad 
employees. The marshals wore simply 
commissioned and not sworn, and the 
railroad men were not burdened with 
official orders. They all did their work 
to-day, and did it well. Officials in the 
Guthrie land office say that men scorned 
to spring out of the earth as noon ap- 
proached, and that it did not take fifteen 
minutes to occupy half the townsito. 

Tbc land officials have not been great- 
ly rushed t ' day, as a great majority of 
the homesteaders are making title by 
actual occupation, and they will be per- 
fected at a later date. The first home- 
stead entry at the (Juthrie office was an 
old soldier claimant named Johnson, of 
Kansas. 

Arkansas City, April 22, — Fifteen 
thousand huine seokors aro camped on 
the grassy uplands of Guthrie, the pio- 
neer city of Oklahoma. Their camp 
fires gleam in the darkness, anil their 
tents loom athwart the sky like an army 
iu bivouac. Guthrie, heretofore an in- 
significant station in a wild and unin- 
habited country, remote from civiliza- 
tion, has a population of more than lo,- 
000. Alt this was gained, in one after- 
noon. In no country, save America, and 
in no part of that country, save tho great 
West, could such a thing be possible. 

When the first train arrived at Guth- 
rie from Arkansas City, embryo streets 
and lots of the new city had already 
been laid out by t he enterprising citizens 
who had been early on the scene. Hard- 
ly had the cars slowed down at the sta- 
tion, when eager men leaped from the 
iar windows, slipped from tho roof of 
the coaches and poured out of tho doors 
in streams. In u minute the slope lead- 
ing up from the station was black with 
people rushing headlong, eager for the 
coveted town lots. In live minutes not 
one of the men who had filled the train 
was within speaking distance of the rail- 
way. By the time this crowd had 
reached the top of the slope near the 
land office, the men who had been run- 
ning parallel liues for the streets and 
driving in stakes for town lots were well 
on thsir way along the level strip of land 
east of the land office. The crowd then 
caught Bight of the moving line of streets 
and lots, and rushed eastward at a tre- 
mendous rate. 

When the second and third sections of 
the train arrived and found everything 
cornered the air was blue for miles 
around the metropolis. There was noth- 
ing to do, however, as every lot was pro- 
tected by rifles and revolvers, and if 
sins, ting began there was no (idling 
where it would stop. The only recourse 
left to tho disappointed men was to buy 
out such holders of lots as were willing 
to sell, or run the risk of taking outside 
fho legal limit. Both courses were 
adopted, and a good number of Guthrie 
city lots changed hands. 

The first sale was made by n man 
named Rummels, of Malvan, Kan., who 
sold a twenty-live foot front lot near the 
hind office for £ o, to an old doctor, a 
resident of the Indian reservations ad- 
joining Oklahoma. The purchaser re- 
fused .§50 for the lot live minutes later* 

Several transfers were made to-day, 
and others who were determined to lo- 
cate here drove stakes outside the town 
line. These are preparatory to tho pur- 
chase of homestead rights and extension 
of the city limits.

The council last night passed a vote 
of thanks to the Dominion government 
for its promptness in forcing the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to widen the main 
span iu the Mission bridge. 

The sltip MacDuff, which sailed from 
Sydney, N.S.W., on Feb. 28th, for 
Westminster, to load lumber at tho 
Royal City planing inills, is now due, 
and may be expected to arrive any day.

Yellow Fever Precautions. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 24.— Dr. 

Daniels, president of the state board of 
health, states that Mrs. Dement, of 
Sanford, has died of yellow fever. It 
was not a virulent or infections type. 
Mrs. Dement had been in poor health 
for months and hail been really ill two 
weeks. There are no other cases iu 
Florida. The house is isolated and all 
precautions taken. Sanford has volun- 
tarily embargoed its people from leaving 
town for ten days and has prohibited 
traffic from 5 p. in. to 7:110 a. in. There 
are no fears of an epidemic. The new 
state health law provides for a most ef- 
fective system of reports anil visitation 
in all parts of the state, and there are 
ample funds for carrying it out. All 
that can be done by the most eminent 
medical experts, clothed with despotic- 
power, will be done this season to pre- 
vent the appearance of a yellow fever 
epidemic. 

Tho Miiiiienpnlin Car Strikes. 

Minneapolis, April 24. — From to- 
day's developments it seems that the 
street car strike is not as near an end as 
was supposed yesterday. The twenty 
strikers that applied for work at Uni- 
versity avenue and signed the ironclad 
agreement did not show up this morning, 
and did not intend to when they made 
their application. A few drivers on one 
or two other line.i, and two or three 
motor conductors have returned to work, 
but aside from these few exceptions the 
strikers are firm. The company started 
two new lilies this morning. This leaves 
only t wo or three extensions to be open- 
ed up. Tho strikers claim that only 
one-third of the regular number of cars 
are running, while the company claim 
that nearly the full quota are running on 
all the lines. No cars are run after sun- 
set, and will not be for several days.

America, 



Many of the Boomers Leaving Owing 
to the Scarcity of Fond aml^Water 
—Rivalry In the Format ion of a 
Municipal Government. 



Guthrie, April 24.— Guthrie has 
made but little 'material advancement 
since Monday. Thus far the land office 
is the only completed building in the 
town. The Commercial National Bank 
has fifty carpenters at work putting up 
a light prairie structure opposite the 
railroad depot, and the foundations for 
a row of houses on tho west side of tho 
railroad track have been laid. This is 
thu full extent of one day's improve- 
ment. The population is falling off ma- 
terially. Every train that leaves for 
the North or South is packed witii men 
who, having grown weary of lighting for 
a mere existence, aro headed for their 
homes. Nobody but a man • <o has 
plenty of money can live here. . od is 
scarce, and water scarcer. For . little 
while last night : t looked as if the new 
city would j,° down as fast as 
it went up. Just after dark 
great black clouds began to drive across 
the sky from the south-east, and in a 
short-time the rein was pouring in tor- 
rents, (lusts of wind swept through 
the tents on the hillside, and threatened 
to carry them all away. Good order 
has been preserved thus far. Consider- 
ing that disputes about lots are con- 
stantly arising, it is marvellous that not 
a man has been shot, and in only two 
instances were revolvers drawn by meu 
who intended to use thein. The cause 
that lias contributed so much to tho 
maintenance ofgood order is tho absence 
ot whiskey. Not a drop of it has been 
put on sale, and so far as can be learned 
but little has been brought into the ter- 
ritory by individuals for their own use. 
The marshal's forces are demoralized, 
two thirds of the deputies who wero 
brought here to preserve order have dono 
little besides Bquat on town lots, which 
they staked oft before the crowds began 
to arrive on Monday. Feeling runs 
high among the settlors on account of 
their behavior. Marshal Jones on Tues- 
day sent a force of men to investigate 
the rumor about two men having been 
shot on a claim east of the creek. News- 
paper correspondents who heard of his 
enterprise, concluded this report was 
true, and without investigation sent it 
east as a fact. The story had its origin 
with a half-witted fellow who came in 
from a claim and reported that his two 
partners were missing. Investigation 
by Capt! McArthur proved the men to 
be all right. All efforts to organize a 
municipal government in Guthrie have 
failed. Five meetings were held yester- 
day and as many more to-day to form a 
temporary organization, but not even 
this much could be dune. The trouble 
is that every candidate for mayor has a 
personal following that is bound by oath 
to support him through thick and thin. 
The city of West Guthrie, which is 
springing up on a level plain back of tho 
military camp, lias been organized by a 
band bf Chicago colonists, who will hold 
a municipal election in a few days.

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PIOUS SLANDER. 

A report of a sermon preached on 
Sunday last in Vancouver by the Rev, 
Mr. Pedley is not pleasant reading, One 
is apt to exclaim while leading it "Alas 
for the rarity of Christian charity.'' 
The discourse was harsh, unkind and 
uncharitable from beginning to end and 
it is crammed with mischievous economic 
crudities that any man iif average intel- 
ligence should bo ashamed to utter. It 
might with propriety bo entitled "The 
crime of being rich, illustrated by the 
life of the Hon, Robert Dnnsmuir." 
The preacher with that want of charity 
for which sonic acrid but loud professors 
of what they call religion arc noted, at- 
tributed the expressions of regret for 
the death of Mr. Dunaniuir and the 
manifestations of respect for his mem- 
ory to his having been a rich man. He 
apparently could not understand that a 
man could be wealthy and yet kind- 
hearted, that he could own a vast 
amount of property and at t lie same 
time possess 1 1 ualities that are calculat- 
ed to win for him the respect and esteem 
of those with whom be came in contact. 
If the preacher was broad-minded and 
big-hearted he could easily understand 
why n whole community could sincerely 
mourn the death of a rich and active 
business man who used both his 
wealth and bis talents in promoting 
the welfare of the country in which he 
lived. He would see that such a man's 
opportunities of usefulness were very 
great, and if he availed himself of them 
with even tolerable diligence and good 
judgment, his death would be a public 
calamity. The Hon. Robert Dunsmuir 
W'us a man of his kind. Ho was an in- 
defatigable worker. He aided by his 
means and his ability almost every 
enterprise of importance in the province. 

Those who had dealings with him 
could not fail both to respect and admire 
him. He was an admirable man of busi- 
ness. His nat tire, too, was genial and 
kindly, and those who applied to him 
for assistance, if they were at all deserv- 
ing, never wen! away empty. He was 
ready with a smile and a word of en- 
couragement for the friendless and the 
stranger. Mr. Dunsmuir always remain- 
ed a man of the people. He never kept 
aloof from them, Ho took a lively 
interest in all that was going on, and 
his sympathies were quick and wide and 
always active. If Mr. Pedley cannot 
understand how a man living such a life 
and possessing such a disposition could 
not be deeply lamented by those who 
saw him almost every day and knew 
him long and intimately, we are SOIT) 
for him. It may be said that the 
preacher did not know much about the 
Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir. That is very 
endeavored 
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But, in Mr. Pedley's estimation, his 
Wealth was his crime. Ho discovered a 
coal lii id and became its owner, but 
according to the doctrine which lie 
preaches no man should own a coal mine. 
This is what he said: "One of these coal 
bins was on Vancouver Island. A man 
found it. lie locked up the door which 
God had loft open against every other 
man. He controlled and made fabulous 
wealth mil of it." This is the sort of 
rubbish thai sentimental communists 
use in order to unsettle the minds of 
their hearers and to make them discon- 
tented with the present order of things. 
Now, if this gushing gentleman pos 
sessed a little common sense, ho would 
have seen that tho tinder of what ho 
calls the "coal bin" did not lock it up. 
He did the very reverse -he unlocked it 
and made it available for the millions 
who needed it. The coal had been 
locked up and hidden near Departure Bay 
for millions of years for anght we know 
to the contrary. Ii was of use to no th- 
ing thing. This intelligent, enterpris- 
ing, active-minded Scotchman discovered 
where it lay. He immediately set to 
Work to give it to tho world. Capital 
was needed to make it available. With- 
out capital thostore of coal that lay un- 
der the surface of the ground was of no 
more use to tho white inhabitants of 
British Columbia than ii had been to 
tho siwitshes that inhabited the country 
for thousands of years, lie procured the 
capital needed. And what was 
the result V The lonely wilder- 
ness became a hive of indus- 
try. Men came from distant lands 
to work in tho mines, ships were em- 
ployed to convoy the coal to where it 



was needed. The dead seams of coal 
wero made to give the means of living to 
thousands. Mr. Dunsmuir and his fcl- 
ow capitalists were merely the means of 
giving the ;oal to the world, and em- 
ployment to all these people. They were 
all in a sense partners in the venture. 
The laws of the country gavo tho dis- 
coverers tho land undor which the coal 
lay, and thoy had a share of the profits 
of the coal that they sold. The preacher 
leads his hearers to holiavo that the 
share that fell to capital and manage- 
ment was unduly large. That is a mat- 
ter of calculation which he certainly was 
incapable of entering into. Rut it Is a 
question not so readily decided as the 
preacher may think, whether this mode 
of distributing the wealth of the earth 
by private enterprise and individual en- 
ergy is not as effective and as equitable 
as if the distribution was undertaken on 
somo socialistic or communistic plan. 
Mr. Pedley holds "that such necessaries 
of life as coal were never intended to be 
held by one man is evident," hut he de- 
clines to suggest any better system of 
creating and distributing wealth than 
that which now obtains. "It was not," 
he said, "for tho preacher to say what 
was to be done, but the statesman.'" 
Would it not then have been 
better for the preacher to hold his tongue 
and not moddleHvith matters that ho did 
not understand. He may have a call to 
preach the Gospel; hut it is very evident 
that he has no aptitude for teaching po- 
litical economy. "Let the cobbler stick 
to his awl" is a homely proverb, but it 
contains a world of wisdom. If Mr. 
Pedley had been guided by it he would 
not have permitted the world to see how 
little he knows about the most important 
social question that agitates the minds 
of men in these days. Nothing but mis- 
chief can come of men using the influence 
they have obtained as teachers of religion 
to give authority to crude and dangerous 
theories regarding the distribution of 
wealth. It is not their mission to create 
dissension between capital and labor and 
to make openings for stri(p which they 
have neither the knowledge nor tin 
power to allay. Re fore this preachel 
liiuls fault with tho present social sys- 
tem, and endeavors to make men win: 
are not blessed with a large portion of 
this world's goods envy and hate those 
who have honestly acquired riches, he 
should be prepared to oiler a remedy foi 
what he considers the ills which now 
allliet society. Resides, it is not plea- 
sant to see the pulpit, which ought to 
elevate the minds and soften the man- 
ners of men, used to promote discord 
and to disseminate envy, hatred, malice 
and all uncharitableness. 



ers which its soil produces are 
of the brightest and most love- 
ly, and that its fruits are varied 
and delicious. By all moans let the 
Winnipegers have their summer carni- 
val. 1 1 will be an improvement on the 
exhibition which is beginning to get just 
a little stale and tiresome. There are 
other places in the Dominion where tv 
summer carnival would be most enjoy- 
able, where the scenery is such as few- 
lands can boast of, and where all the 
surroundings would be almost paradisai- 
cal. One of these places is not far from 
where wo write. 

WE notice that the California news- 
papers are not too well pleased to see 
the Dominion Parliament grunting sub- 
sidies to lines of steamships to traverse 
the Pacific Ocean. They fear that Can- 
ada will take from the United States 
part of its trade with . China, Japan and 
Australia. The San Francisco Chronicle 
says that when the subsidies before Par- 
liament are carried, 

" Private owners in the United 
States will be called upon to confront 
the problem of running steamship lines 
from San Francisco to Australia, New 
Zealand, China and Japan without Gov- 
erniueu taid in direct opposition to heavily 
subsidized lines from British Columbia. 
Of such a problem there is but one solu- 
tion, which is that it cannot be done, 
and that the establishment of such a 
service would drive our steamers from 
the Pacific as effectually as they have 
been driven from the ocean elsewhere." 

Fearing this result the Chronicle calls 
upon the Government of the United 
States to subsidise steamship lines to 
Asia and Australia. It deplores the 
apathy of the Federal authorities and 
predicts the ruin of the Pacific trade if 
it does not alter its policy. Our neigh 
bors are beginning to see that Canada is 
a competitor which they cannot, afford 
to despise. 



A MISCHIEF MAKER. 

Some mischief maker has been endea- 
voring to convince the people of 
Ontario and Quebec that "Canadians" 
are hated and despised in British Col- 
umbia. Ho alludes to the circumstance 
of the inhabitants of the Eastern pro 
viuces, particularly those of Ontario, be- 
ing called "Canadians" by British Col- 
umbians, and he quotes what purports 
to be the report of a speech delivered in 
the Legislature by the Hon. Mr. Hum- 
phreys in which natives of Ontario are 
spoken of in a manner not by any means 
complimentary. Rritish Columbians are 
not alone in speaking of the inhabitants 
of old Canada as "Canadians" as if they 
were not fellow countrymen. This 
is done to a greater or less extent in all 
the Maritime Provinces. When a Cana- 
dian is spoken of in a company composed 
of New Hrunswickers, Nova Scotians or 
Prince Edward Islanders no one sup- 
poses that any of themselves is meant. 
They imagine that the person so desig- 
nated must be a native of Ontario or 
Quebec. It requires a little thoughttoen- 
able thom to realize that they, too, are Ca- 
nadians. An ardent and patriotic Canadi- 
an who made a business tour not long ago 
through the Maritime Provinces was 
greatly disgusted to observe that the 
people he met did not identify them- 
selves with the people of Canada. This 
was not because they disliked their 
neighbors of old Canada but. simply be- 
cause they had not overcome an old 
habit. A few years ago they were nol 
Canadians and a community does not 
readily change its forms of speech. In 
Quebec or Montreal if a man in some 
companies speaks of himself as a "Can 
adian" he is immediately taken to be n 
Frenchman. The French inhabitants of 
Quebec regard themselves as "par ex- 
cellence" Canadians. British Columbians 
were for a long time an isolated people 
and the specimens of Canadians that 
found their way into the country did 
not always reflect credit on the land of 
their birth, and "Canadian" may have 
been regarded by some of the Old- 
Tuners as a term of reproach. But that 
time has passed away and an eastern 
man will find a warm welcome in any 
part of British Columbia, and will be 
treated, as he is everywhere else, protty 
much as he deserves. The ill 
natured correspondent of the Moll 
treal Witness took seriously and 
greatly exaggerated, some chaff in 
which Mr. Humphreys indulged on one 
of the lust days of the session, w hen 
time hung heavily on the members' 
h/filds, and they felt in need of a little 
relaxation. The talk, such as it was, 
was never intended to he looked upon 
as serious, and the local reporters paid 
little or no attention to what was said. 
The idea that this banter was an indica- 
tion that tho relations between British 
Columbia and the Eastern Provinces of 
the Dominion are ".strained" is too ab- 
surd altogether. Mr. Humphreys, wo 
are sure, had no idea that there was 
any one in the Chamber who was fool 
enough to construe what ho said into an 
insult to the people of Ontario or mean 
enough to sond a distorted version of 
his remarks to an Eastern newspaper.

tion. This break is caused by the ac- 
tion of the Ward Lino of steamers, 
which is now taking freight as low as 
JO cents per 100 lbs.' The Ward Line 
has been working under an arrangement 
with the New York and Texas Traffic 
Association, but was obliged to mak< 
concession. 

Sionx Indian Commission. 

Washington, April 22.— Gen. Crook, 
U.S.A., Hon. ('has. A roster, of Ohio, 
and Hon. Win. Warner, of Missouri, 
were to-day appointed by the President 
a commission to negotiate with the 
Sioux Indians for the surrender of cer- 
tain lands under the act approved on 
the 2nd of last March. The commission 
is not expected to assemble at Washing- 
ton before the 1st of May. About that 
date all the members will meet here and 
receive their instructions from Secretary 
Noble. The reservation now occupied by 
the Sioux Indians embraces about 21,- 
000,000 acres of land. There are upon 
this reservation about 24,000 Indians. 
The object of the commission is to secure 
jf possible from the Sioux Indians a re- 
linquishment of from nine to eleven 
million acres of the land. 

A Presidential Trip. 

Washington, April 23. George W. 
Boyd, assistant -general passenger agent 
of the Pennsylvania Railway, called at 
tho White House to-day to arrange with 
Secretary Haltield the details of the 
trip of the President from Wash- 
ington to Elizabethport Next Sunday 
night. The Pennsylvania road will pro- 
vide- a special tram for the President 
and his family, the members of the cab- 
inet and the judges of the supreme 
court. This train will consist of a ves- 
tibule combination car, four vestibule 
sleepers, it vestibule dining ear and for 
the President anil Ins family a private- 
car. The train will be made up in the 
Baltimore and Potomac depot at Bp. m. 
Sunday. It will leave the depot at 1 
o'clock Monday morning. At Klizabeth- 
port at 8 o'clock tiie President and a few 
of his party will be entertained at break- 
fast by the governor of New Jersey. At 
9:30 the party will go on board tho ves- 
sels waiting for them, there to convey 
them to New York. 

Affairs at Oklahoma. 

Washington, April 23.— Secretary 
Noble to-day received several dispatches 
from special agent of the interior de- 
partment now in Oklahoma. The dis- 
patches are dated yesterday. A dispatch 
from Arkansas City, Kalis. , near tin: 
Oklahoma line, stales that the eimy in- 
to the territory was orderly and quiet. 
Have heard of no ijiiarrels or alterca- 
tions. The agent further states that 
he understands that the kind office at 
Kingfisher will nol be open for business 
until next Thursday. A despatch from 
Guthrie, 1. T., April -'-'nil. says: "Every- 
thing quiet here; a good class of people 
are in charge of affairs. A public meet- 
ing held here to-night was orderly and 
conservative in character as it would 
be in New York." The agent at this 
otliee says the telegraph people pay lio 
attention to government messages, as 
they get more money from commercial 
and press business. The people, he says, 

will settle tho townsite question and 
await legislation to perfect their titles.

Referred to the street committee. 
SEWERAGE MATTERS.

Vigelius thought that the coun- 
cil should proceed at once with the work 
of constructing the Johnson street sewer. 

In reply to Aid. Harris, Mayor Grant 
stated that there was not at present 
enough money on hand to complete the 
Johnson street Bcwsr. 

Aid. Harrison said that if there was 
not enough money on hand, the people 
would have to come forward with the 
remainder of the money. 

It was moved that tenders be opened 
for the construction >n the Johnson 
street sewer. 

Aid. Styles enquired if the awarding 
of the contract did not compel the adop- 
tion of Pickering's plan. 

Mayor Greut said that he did not 
know . 

Aid. Harrison reviewed his opinion 
of the sewer matter. 

Aid. Harris favored the postponement 
of the matter for one week. 

Tho resolution being passed, the ten- 
ders were opened and read from If. F. 
Reefer, w ho enclosed a cheque for $1,700 
as an approximate of the amount of de- 
posit required; Holland & Co., with no 
cheque enclosed, offering to do the work 

with Oriel pipe for $30,000, rock work 
•*.'t per yard extra; Peter McComiOll, en- 
closing cheque for $1,000, and from II. 
II. .McDonald, offering to do the work 
$30,000. 

(In motion the tenders were referred 
to the sewerage and ■sanitary commit- 
tees and the City Engineer, for report 
to the Council on Monday evening next 
lit a special meeting, 

THE TltA MWAV BY-UAW. 

The by law in re National Electric 
Tramway Company having been slightly 
amended, the Council went into com- 
mittee of the whole upon it, in conjunc- 
tion with the $45,000 loan by-law. 

In committee tho by-laws were read 
seriatim. 

The committee ruse, reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again on Monday 
evening next. 

Tilt; BUILDING BY-LAW. 

Aid. .McKillican's amendment to the 
building by-law was read a second time 
and laid over for finol consideration on 
Monday evening next. 

REPORTS. 

A report from the health officer was 
read, stating that a drain emptying on 
Superior street in an open drain required 
attention. Also calling attention to 
some defective drains on Yates street,

Aid. Wilson hoped that the sanitary 
committee would adopt some different 
system of drains in future. One was 
now being put down on Douglas street 
which was a shame and a disgrace, 
Wooden drains should not be laid at the 
depth that this drain was being placed;

Mayor Grant reported that injunctions 



had been served up jn the city to pro- 
vent tho construction of a dumping 
wharf, and depositing scavenging mat- 
ter at Ross Bay. The matter had been 
pin jed in the hands of the city barris- 
ters. 

On motion tho action of the mayor 
was endorsed, the city barrister being 
instructed to defend the case in tho. Su- 
preme Court. 

A TENDER WII.H1IKAWN. 

Aid. WilHon stated that Mr. MeCon- 
han, ono of the tenderers for the John- 
sou street sewer, wished to withdraw 
his tender, as he was anxious to leave 
tho city. 

Permission was given Mr. Mc'Conuan 

io withdraw his tender. 

AN INVITATION TO MR. CHIPMAN. 

On motion, the mayor was authorized 
to accept the offer made by Mr. Chip 
man to visit Victoria, and report on 
sewerage matters, 

Council adjourned at 10:45 p. in.
